he severely eroding 
cliff and shoreline at 
Sunset Beach Park on 
Oahu’s North Shore 
have reached inland at an 
unprecedented level, forcing 
city officials to implement 
immediate safety measures 
and consider long-term solu- 
tions. 
“The 20-foot cliff is very 
unstable, and we’re asking 
folks to stay away,” said Jim 


lulu Department of Emer- 
gency Services, at a press 
conference Thursday morn- 


ing outside of Honolulu Hale. 


“It can collapse, and if it col- 
lapses it can be pretty cata- 
strophic.” 

Nor should people walk 
down smaller cliffs, he said, 
because that can cause fur- 
ther erosion. 

City crews Thursday af- 
ternoon demolished and re- 
moved an 11-by-11-foot 
storage shed that had been 
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the bike path that 
have tumbled 
onto Sunset Beach 
because of the 
sand erosion.
